Leo Brennan Confesses That 
. He Wrote Letters Asking. 
Large Sums from Many 

Wealthy Men. 


MARSHALL FIELD NAMED. 


Threats of Death Precede Cap- 


ture in the Postoffice After 


Vigil Which Lasted 
a Month. 


With a package which he supposed con- 


tained $25,000, secured through threatening 
letters, Leo M, Brennan turned ffom the 
registry window at the postoffice yesterday 
afternoon into the arms of four detectives, 
Under the name of William Craig he had 
demanded the money from Marshal) Field. 

Brennan admitted he had made demands 
upon a number of wealthy residents of Chi- 
cago and New York. He declared, however, 
that he had received no money in answer to 

v 


his threats. 


Wants Money Left Under Pillar. 

In his demand upon Mr. Field the man at 
first asked for $50,000, and ordered that it be 
lett under a pillar of a porch at the merchant's 
residence. When the letter was followed by 
a second and third, asking for $25,000, Mr. 
Field handed them to a detective agency. 

The agency established a correspondence 
with Brennan, who is an engraver. Finally 
the man agreed to call for the money at the 
postoffice. A package was placed in the regis- 
try department on Nov. 28. “Craig” was 
notified that it had been left there. 

Two operatives from the detective agency 
and two from the city detective bureau be- 
gan a watch in the postoffice corridor on that 
day. The package remained uncalled for, 

and the detectives almost had concluded that 
further watching was useless. 

The sign agreed upon by the postal authori- 
ties game in the afternoon, and the long vigil 
was at, an end. 

I am not Craig,” declared Brennan, as he 
attempted to escape from the men in the 
corridor. 

We don't care whether you are Craig or 
not, was the reply. We want you.” , 


Confesses to the Police. 
‘The following statement was signed by 
Brennan at the police station an hour later: 
For about six months I have been writing threat- 


New York City. In these letters I have requested 


that they put different sums of money for me in 


different places.

I did not use threats in all the letters I wrote to 
those persons. In the letter I wrete to Marshal! 
Field I asked him for $25,000, and at first I told 
him to put the money under a pilidr near his 
home, and when he did not put it there I wrote 
him to send it through the mail. , 

Death by Dynamite Threatened. 

Brennan used séveral names and as many 
methods in seeking to extort money. 
jetter to R. T. Crane he directed that $50,000 
be placed in an envelope and be left in the 
Northwestern Zlevated railroad station at 
Division street. 

If you don't send the money you will die 
by dynamite, was the warning in a letter 
mailed after Mr. Crane had not complied. 


The letter was signed The Chicago Society,“ | 


as were most of the other communications 
in the hands of the McGuire & White detec- 


tive agency. 
In the first letter to Mr. Field the man 


requested that the money be given him. 


In the second he said: 

“You. alone will be responsible for what 
will happen to you and yours if you fail to 
comply.“ 

In another he wrote: | 

„Think what might have happened to your 
son if I had chosen to exercise my power.” 

The other threats were directed against 
members of Mr. Field’s family. 

A score of letters for Brennan were found 
at the postoffice. 


Many Letters Laid to Him. 

Brennan later named Michael Shields, 
James W. Touhy, and Orville E. Babcock. 
No charges were entered against him, and 
it was said that he would be held for the ac- 
tion of the federal authorities. Brennan is 
21 years old and lives in Hyde Park with 
his father, a retired grocer. He is said to 
have written more than thirty letters. 


Banker Victim of Threats. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Dec, 24.—Letters of a 
threatening character have been received by 
Milton Tootle, a millionaire banker of St. 
Joseph, for several weeks. Various sums 
have been demanded by blackmallers. In 
the last letter a demand was made for $1,000. 
Mr. Tootle last night drove in an open buggy 
as directed to a secluded spot in the outskirts 
of the city. He was preceded, however, by 
six members of the police force and some 
friends, all heavily armed. They secreted 
themselves in the brush. Two suspicious 
characters were seen by the police, but they 
quickly disappeared. The blackmailers are 


using methods similar to those employed in 


the Cudahy kidnaping case and have threat- 
ened to spirit away the young son of Tootle,

Bright Future for Islands Is His Pre- 


diction and Hope.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, Dec. 24.—Ex-Gov. Taft sailed 
today on his return to the United States. 
Prior to his departure he delivered two af 
the strongest speeches made by him since 


his sojourn in Manila. The first speech was 


made at Union Reading college: In it he 
described the duties of Americans in the 
‘Philippines, and fearlessly explained the 
doctrine of “the Philippines for the Fili- 
pinos.”” He scored that section of the 
American press which opposes the policy of 
McKinley and Roosevelt, and analyzed and 
ridiculed the half heartedness of the mer- 


chants and the press here toward the ad- 


ministration. He urged active codperation 
with the government. His masterly argu- 
ments permitted no contradiction, and even 
the opposing. press unanimously applauds 
his remarks and regrets the lateness of his 
declarations. | 
Facts for the Filipinos. 
The second speech was delivered at a,ban- 
quet of 400 Filipinos and bristled with hard 
facts. It was particularly addressed to office- 
holders, heads of. political parties, and law- 
yers. He warned them to desist from spec- 
ulating upon independent, self-government 
until the schools were filled with children in 


| every village and the masses were better 


educated. In the meantime, he said, all the 
forces were workifig to elevate the Filipinos.

The condition of the archipelago, he said, 
was now more favorable than at any time in 
its history, despite the long continued pesti- 
lence and agricultural depression. He was 
able to say that the cholera, bubonic plague, - 
rinderpest; and ladrones were well controlled 
and only a few favorable crops were needed 
to bring peace and extraordinary prosperity. 

The present income of the government was 
running slightly behind owing to the poverty 
of the provinces, which largely was due to 
locusts: The hemp production, however, 
has broken all records, and miljions of bales 
were produced during the year. The sugar 
and tobacco crops had increased over those 
of 1902, but low prices threaten to destroy 
these most important industries, while the 
increase it import duties in Japan, China, 
and Java impaired valuable markets. Gov. 
Taft said he anticipated heavy losses unless 
the United States aids by the reducing of the 
tariff to 25 per cent, which he will strongly | 
urge when he reaches Washington.

REVOLVERS CAUSE A PANIC. 


Thieves Swept Into Street by Shoppers 


and $6,000 Is Saved. 


Two. robbers, tempted by the extraordi- 
nary rush of Christmas eve business, in- 
vaded State street last night and made a 
bold attempt to rob Berry’s candy store, 
directly across the stréet west of the Palmer 
house. 

The attempted robbery occurred at 11:30

intruders advanced toward the cashier's 
desk, where Charles Mollan, the manager, 
was counting up the cash, amounting to 
80,000. 
Revolvers Terrify Shoppers. 

At sight of the revolvers the clerks dodged 
under showcases and shoppers made a terri- 
fied rush for safety. The doorway was 


| jammed, so that it was impossible to reach 


the street. 

Manager Mollan quickly locked the cash in 
the drawer, and then he and President Berry 
of the company: advanced toward the rob- 
bers. The latter were so tightly wedged In 
among the frightened patrons that they 
‘were unable to move readily, and were de- 
terred from using their firearms. _— 

Gradually the robbers were forced out 
throngh the doors, and when they, along with 
the throng, had reached the street they 
easily escaped. 

„It was one of the boldest attempts at rob- 
bery I ever heard of.“ said Mr. Berry, later. 
“They evidently knew we hdd taken in a 
large sum of money. When the women 
screamed and ran excitedly about the holdup 
men seemed to lose their nerve.“ 

| Attacks Woman; Is Caught. 

Mundreds of persons witnessed the captyre 
of a robber after a chase in Clark street, be- 


| tween Monroe and Madison streets. The 


chase was the result of the stealing of a 
chatelaine bag from Mrs. Ida M. Fiddis, said 
to be a domestic who lives in Zion City. Mrs. 
Fiddis was walking in Clark street and when 
between Monroe and Madison streets a man, 
who later gave the name of Joseph Stark, 
grabbed her about the waist and tore her 
chatelaine bag from her belt. 

Mrs. Fiddis screamed and Policeman Col- 
Uns heard her and pursued the man. Stark 
ran south in Clark street until he reached 
Arcade court, where he was caught.

PANIC ABOMED 


Vessel Goes Ashore and Settles to Bot- 
tom in Bighteen Fect of Water—One 
Life Boat with Twe Men and Four 
Women Puts Of and Reaches Land 
Other Passengers Are Taken Aboard 

— Tus Captain and Others Dis- 


South Norwalk, Conn., Dec. 24. — [Special. 
—With thirty passengers shrieking, fighting, 
and praying, there were scenes of utter 
pani on the main deck of the steamer Eras- 
tus Corning, which went ashore near here 
early this morning when four miles out of 
its course, The passengers, most of them 
women, and the crew were saved after a 
night of exposure. The steamer is resting 
on the bottom in about eighteen feet of 
water, with a big Role in its side. 

Six passengers—four of them women and 
two men—escaped from the wreck in an open 
boat. They drifted about helplessly all 
night and were rescued in their night clothes 
eight miles east of here seven hours after 
they left the sinking steamer. Other passen- 
gers staid aboard the wreck until they were 
taken off by a tug. 7 
Story of the Captain. 

The boat, in command of Capt. Allen H. 
Thempson, was bound from New Haven to 
New York. Capt.. Thompgon said the boat 
struck a submerged wreck on the regular 
course, and that as a precaution the pilot 
was trying to beach the Corning when it went 
on @ rock. All the passengers declared that 
the boat struck nothing before it hit the 
jagged rock that tore the hull to pieces. 
None of the officers seemed to recall having 
struck a submerged wreck when they were 
asked at first what occurred. 


| Two Boats Called Back. 

The Corning’s small boats were evidéntly 
not in the best of condition for life saving. 
Two of them were launched with plugs out, 
and water at once poured into them. The 
boat with two men and four women aboard 
was allowed to get away without an officer or 
sailor of the Corning aboard. By this time 
three boats had been lowered, two of them 
manned by sailors and well filled with women 
passengers. Before they could get away 
Capt. Thompson realized that the Corning 
had gone down as far as it could, and that 
there was more safety on the main deck then 
in, the life boats, so he shouted for them to 
return to the Corning. Two of the boats did 
so. The third boat did not come back, but 
drifted about all night.

24.—The outcome of the con- 
ference between Col. Aoki, the Japanese mili- 
tary attaché here, and Yuan Shih Kai, the 
viceroy of Chili, who is now the principal 
military official in China, is the determination 
that the latter country shall continue its 
policy of neutrality, though she will prose- 
cute by every means the preparations for 
defense which she is making hurried progress 
with, and for offensive action if necessary. | 
Because of apprehension of universal war in 
case China joins Japan, the latter country 
advises that she remain neutral. Japan does 
not ask assistance from China, but is pre-

Boxer Uprising of 1900 and the Occu- |

Chine, the British, Americans, and other 
rivals soon to be definitely placed in second 
and third ranks. The twenty-nine German 
firms in Tien Tsin already control in the for- 
eign trade of the port 60 per cent of the ex- 
ports and 40 per cent of the imports. 

But if Tien Tsin has roused itself and gone 
to booming like a Puget sound city, what can 
one say of modern, regenerated, awakened 
Pekin? The wakeup of China is so manifest, 
so thorough and complete, that one takes 
heart to believe that the break up may be 
averted. The sleep is over, and the awakening 
is so definite that it may become chronic, 
abnormal insomnia. All the prophete are 
confounded with the events and results of less 
than three years, into each of which has 
been crowded the transformations of a cen- 
tury. There has been a shaking of dry bones, 
a scattering of ancient dust, a flouting of 
sacred precedents, and the new, strenuous 
life has fixed the ruling clase with its fas- 
cinations. The most progressive ones even 
upbraid the ancestors and past princes who 
postponed these piping times of progress for 
forty years. They see now how fata! has been 
this last medieval slumber, which, lasting 
from 1860 to 1900, left the empire at the 
mercy of the most unscrupulous powers. 

The eity gates of Pekin swing open day and 
night; further breeches in. the wall have been 
made to permit the railroad tracks to parallel 
the Tartar city wall, and the station is beside 
the water gate through which Gen. Gaselee 
and the British troops passed that August 
day to relieve the besieged legations. Jin- 
rikishas meet the arriving trains and whirl 
one past the walled and balustraded c ] 
to Legation street, a hard, macadamiz 
highway closed with gates at either end. 

The way is lined with tall foreign build- 
ings and brick walis, over which show the 
gabled roofs of other two storied foreign 
constructions. As well might ona be any- 
where else but Pekin. 

Only a few gateways on this street remain 
as they were before the siege, and a stretch 
of the French compound wall bears yet the 
marks where bullets and shells pepperod it 
through the midsummer months of 1000. 
The old trees, the coffin shop, the medicine 
shop with its gilded ‘‘ beckoning boards — 
in fact, all the old Chinese landmarks are 
gone from Legation street. In place are 
the long barrack walls of the Waldersee 
Kaserue,“ the lofty English bank with its 
clock tower, and the labyrinthine cellars 
and foundations of the large hotel of the 
Compagnie Wagons-Lits. One rubs his eyes 
in amaze that three short years could effect 
so complete a change, and each day con- 
vinces him that the Pekinese themselves | 
have changed quite as much as this small 
quarter of the Tartar city. 


— 


With the great and the rude/awakening 
there has come, too, a complete change of 
face and heart. The typical and most pop- 
ular officials no longer spit at the sight of a 
foreigner, his cart, or his dwelling, as if 
nor do they 
openly long to have the skin of_a foreigner 
tanned for the cover of a cart. Six princes 
drive in foreign built broughams, and more 
than sixty foreign carriages will be in use 
by official personages this winter. 

The empress dowager enjoys her automo- 
bile in the summer palace grounds, and 
Prince Su, who has charge of municipal 
affairs, promises that the main streets of 
the city shall be fit for automobile travel 
in one year. 

Everywhere throughout the city one sees 
that the streets the foreign troops macad- 
amized and planted with trees have been 
kept up and cared for. An attempt is made 
to maintain other improved conditions tHe 
foreigners introduced, and all day, wherever 
his jinrikisha goes, he sees men sprinkling 
the dusty highways, leveling the ridges a 
ruts. 

The iron bound. springless cart is now 
anomaly—no longer necessary within the 
city walls. One can drive everywhere as 
he now can bicycl d it only remains for 
some leader to show how springs can be 
affixed to the thumping cart axle or a car- 
riage builder to introduce a wholly new vehi- 
cle. | 

Prince Su has ordered a rpck crushing 
machine and two steam rollers, and good 
road making and municipal improvements 
are to have a boom inthe spring. Progress 
has come to stay, and hours will be added 
to Pekinese common life when electric light- 
ed streets and market quarters induce them 
to stay out after dusk. Before the siege 
only the palace and the Methodist mission 
compound had electric lights. The great 
legations had their dozens of oil lamps, and 
the Chinese sat in dim lamp or candle light 
and went to bed early. The new Japanese 
barracks have had their own electric light 
since their completion, and this winter 3,000 
lights will be introduced in the legation 
quarters by an enterprising German firm. 
After that the streets of the Tartar city will 
be made bright like day; the home staying, 
early to bed Pekinese will change all his 
habits and approach to the boulevardier. 
There will be theaters and feaats by night, 
night fairs, and night shopping. The awak- 
ened Pekin will stay awake long hours after 
it used to be silent and asleep. 


BOOKS OF LOISSY UNWORTHY. 


Pope Issues Decree of Condemnation 
Upon Works of Well Known Ro- 
man Catholic Abbe.

PARIS, Dec. 24.—Five of the best known 
works of Abbe Loissy, the most illustrious 
ot modern Roman Catholic biblical critics, 
have been placed upon the index expurgato- 
rius. Cardinal Richard has received the de- 
cree from the vatican. It was accompanied 
by a letter from Cardinal Merry del Val, the 
papal secretary of state, stating that the pope 
was profoundly grieved by the volumes, 
which are bristling with the gravest errors.

MUST WAIT FOUR WEEKS. 


Case to Be Heard by Criminal 
Braneh of the Court of 
Cassation. 


PARIS, Dec. 24.—Capt. Dreyfus, accused 
of treason to his country, degraded, dismissed 
from the French army, and most bitterly 
punished, will have another trial, this time 
by a civilian tribunal. | 

As a result of the examination of all the 
evidence submitted to the two courts martial 
the commission on revision, representing the 
Court of Cassation,.reached a decision today 
in favor of the revision of the case by the 
criminal branch of the Court of Cassation. 

The court will assemble next month and 
Dreyfus will then have full opportunity to 
make a complete exposition of the wrongs he 
has suffered. The former captain, as a result 
of this new trial, expects to obtain a full and 
complete vindication, followed by restoration 
to his rank in the army. i 


vision commission would reach a decision this 
evening, there were few persons outside of 
the ministry of justice, where the sittings 
of the commission were held, indicating that 
the interest of Parisians in the case is not as 
keen as it has been in the past. 


Friends Rally to Dreyfus. 
Dreyfus received the news of the decision 


who extended to him their earnest congratu- 
lations on his victory. The public was com- 
pelled to wait for its information until the 
regular editions of the evening papers were 
published, as no extra editions were issued. 

The few persons who were at the ministry 
of justice saw the members of the revision 
commission depart shortly after 6 o'clock, 
apparently glad that they had completed 
their task. There was absolute unanimity 
among the members of the commission. 
One member asserted that upon the facts 
presented as the result of the investiga- 
tion made by Capt. Targe, un officer on the 
staff of War Minister Andre, another revision 
of the case was made possible. 


Some Evidence Held Back. 

The details in the report of the commission 
have not yet been made public, but it is stated 
generally that the production of evidence 
which had not been submitted to the court 
martial at Rennes, and the change of testi- 
mony on the part of some of the witnesses 
before the court martial, which entirely re- 
versed the view as to the guilt of Dreyfus, 
brought about the decision of the commis- 
sion to refer the case for retria] to a ctvil 
tribunal. 

The submission of the question of revision 
to a commission is considered in France as 
a tactful move on the part of the government 
to obtain judicial support for its favorable 
attitude toward Dreyfus. Moreover, as the 
proceedings of the commission will extend 
over four weeks, the first excitement disap- 
peared and the people had a chance coolly to 
consider the action of the ministers. 


Col. Henry Now Accused. 

Immediately upon the receipt of the re- 
port of the commission the government will 
transmit all the documents in the case to 
the procureur general of the Court of the 
Cassation. These documents include. the 
modified testimony of M. Gribelin, the prin- 
cipal archivist of the headquarters staff, 
who at the court martial at Rennes testified 
that he believed Dreyfus was guilty of 
treason, but who has now altered his evi- 
dence so as to throw the blame upon Col. 

The criminal branch of the Court of Cassa- 
tion is composed of sixteen members, pre- 
‘sided over by M. Loew, who has participated 
in many of the most prominent trials of re- 
cent years. Many people are in doubt as to 
whether this court can definitely decide the 
question of Dreyfus’ restoration to the army, 
some authorities holding that under the law 
the rehabilitation of the officer must be de- 
termined by the council of war. A promi- 
nent official, however, said tonight that he 
expected the decision of the court will be 


accepted as final. 


Dreyfus Prefers Court Martial. 

Dreyfus did not desire that his new trial 
should be conducted by à civil tribunal, as 
he was anxious to again go before a court 
martial. M. Mornard, the Parisian lawyer, 
who represented Dreyfus before the court of 
cassation, refused to interviewed, but a 
friend ne for him said that Dreyfus 
had asked to be judged by his peers, and 
that he had not changed his view. His coun- 
sel wil again demand a military judgment 


of the case. 
At the home of former Capt. Dreyfus 


the decision was fully expected, and prepara- 
tions are now being made to convince th 


court of his innocence. 


CHRISTMAS DAY IN ENGLAND. 


Royalty and Subjects Seek the Country 
for an Old Fashioned Celebration 
of the Day. 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—Britain’s metropolis 
presents the deserted appearance usual on 
the eve of Christmas. King Edward, Queen 
Alexandra, the prince and princess of Wales, 
and the members of the court, the aristoc- 
racy, and thousands of persons in the usual 
walks of life have gone to the country, where 
Christmas will be celebrated in the old fash- 
loned English style. 

There are not many prominent Americans 
in London tonight. Ambassador Choate and 
his family are at Brocket hall, Hatfield, 
Hertfordshire, where they will enjoy their 
Christmas dinner as the guests of Lord 
Mount Stephen. John R. Carter, second sec- 
retary of the United States embassy, re- 
mains in London in charge of the embassy. 

At Sandringham King Edward and Queeg 
Alexandra will be surrounded by all the 
members of the royal family. Christmas 
evening will be devoted to the distribution of 
gifts from the royal Christmas tree, to which 
all the servants and work people on the es- 
tate have been invited. 

The most prominent figure in English pub- 
lic life today, Joseph Chamberlain, will spend 
Christmas at his home in Highbury, while 
Premier Balfour, who is recovering from a 
slight indisposition, will be with his sister at 
Whittingham, Haddingtonshire, Scotland. 

One of the interesting features of the pres- 
ent season is the enormous quantity of Amer- 
ican and Canadian apples now in evidence. 
These apples are so plentiful that they are 
used as window decorations. Owing to the 
scarcity of the European crop this American 
product has been imported in unprecedented 


quantities.

For First Time the Furnaces Are 01a 

and the Workmen Predict a Long 
Shutdown—They Fear Also That a 
General Reduction in Wages Will 
Come When Work Is Resumed — 
Notice Posted Brings a Dismal 
Christmas to Many Homes. : 


Nearly 7,000 employés of the Illinois Steel 
oO yesterday after- 
noon dismal! Christmas gift, when 
they were nofified, in effect, that after Jan. 
1 their wages, except in the tonnage depart- 
ment, are to be readjusted and probably cut 
10 to 20 per cent. All of them may be laid 
off for some time. : 

Hundreds of men gathered on the street 
corners near the mills and watched the tall 
chimneys, and when the volumes of smoke 
ceased they left for their cottages disheart- 
ened. During ten years.the fires of the mills 
have not been allowed to die, and the work- 
ers are prepared for weeks of idleness. 

The action of the company is due to an or- 
der sent out by the officers of the United 
States Steel corporation that wages must be 
cut wherever men are not under contract. 
At South Chicago the only fortunate work- 
ers are those in executive positions and in 
the chemical department. The tonnage men, 
who are paid by the ton, are classed with 
the contract workers, but there are only a 
few of them. 


Formal Notices Posted. 

When it was reported at South Chicago 
that the officers of the trust had decided to 
cut wages, the superintendents of the plant 
denied the news. During two weeks they 
have maintained that such action was not 
under consideration and that the men need 
have no fear. This attitude was continued 
until yesterday morning, when a notice con- 
taining all the dreaded news was posted on 
the gate posts. The notice was as follows: 

Jan. 1 there will be an adjustment of wages 
without prejudice to existing contracts. Individ- 
ual rates can be obtained the first of the year 
through inquiry of the timekeepers, 

The men employed at the plant have no 
method of redress. Two years ago, on the 
request of the company, they deserted the 
Amalgamated Association of Steel, Iron, 
and Tin Workers, the only union in their line 
of industry.’ The steel corporation has de- 
“creed that all members of that association 
in the other cities of the country are to re- 
tain their positions and be paid the old wage 
scale until July 1. 

Dying Fires Significant. 

it is not known at South Chicago how long 
the plant will remain idle. The dying fires 
indicate that there will be no work for at 
least two weeks. The time may be longer, 
for a shutdown of that length never before 
has caused the company to allow the fur- 4 
naces to cool. The superintendents refuse to 
talk of the matter, but informally have no- 
tified some of the better paid men to be ready 
for several weeks of rest. 

To more than 3,000 homes the closing of the 
steel plant brings sadness in place of Christ- 
mas joy. At first the purport of the posted 
notice was not fully understood by many of 
the men affected. During the afternoon. 
hundreds tried to figure out the meaning. 
One woman said to her husband: This is’ 
bad business for us, this Christmas. They 
are going to cut your wages.“ 

The man went to the office seeking infor- 
mation. When he came out he said to his 
wife, in the hearing of others: It's true, 
and I am told it means a cut from 53. 10 to $1.46 
a day for me. 285 : 
Padrones Take the Checks. 


The fact that they were paid only to Dec. 
15 consoled many of the men, but a large 
percentage, chiefly Italians and Hungarians, 
refused to be comforted. Padrones were 
busy among their compatriots collecting 
checks. What they got hold of they held, 
for they also were in doubt.

- Mrs. Lenine Leola 
Loomis yesterday began action for separate 
maintenance against Edgerton Fay Loomis, 
and also asked the courts to award her $15,- 
000 against Fay E. Loomis, Findley Hypes, 
and H. Buell Loomis, her husband's father, 
uncle, and brother. Mable Theide is also a 
defendant. 

Mrs. Loomis says in her bill that she was 
married to Edgerton Loomis on Nov. 11 
last, and that he deserted her on Dec. 19. She 
declares that his relatives persuaded him to 
leave her. She charges that they had circu- 
lated letters derogatory ‘to her character, 
and threatened to disinherit him. 

“TI am sorry that this has got into the 
courts,”” said Mr. Hypes at his residence last 
evening.

DRIVERS IGNORE 
CHRISTMAS PEACE 


Pride Makes Liverymen and 
Strikers Refuse to Take 
_ First Peace Step. 


MEETING PLAN A FAILURE 


Police Still Guard Funerals and 
Owners Arrange to Ask 
for an Injunction. 


Christmas dawned on Chicago with the 
livery firms still tied up, police\gudrding 
the funeral processions, and rioting taking 
place in those sections of the city where 
union men reside. This state of affairs 
would have been avoided, it is declared, if 
a feeling of pride had not prevented the war- 
ring factions from accepting a program of 
settlement drawn up by several business 
men. 

Early yesterday Sherman T. Edwards of 
the hay and grain firms set out to arrange 
a conference between the employers’ asso- 
clatlons and the union, but the labor leaders 
refused to accept the mediation until assured 


that the employers had suggested it, Mr. 


Edwards then attempted to get the firms 
to open negotiations, but they, too, were ob- 
durate. They asserted that they had offered 


to arbitrate several times, and that the 


union would have to make the move now. 
Appeals to sacrifice pride were of no avail, 
and even a request to give Chicago people 
a Christmas present in the shape of peace 
proved unsuccessful. 


Hearses Guarded by Police. 

The livery owners and undertakers sent 
out their hearses yesterday wherever they 
were desired, and save In one case, the fu- 
neral of Policeman Farnsworth, 4254 Vin- 
cennes avenue, there was little trouble. 

Many of the firms refused to resume bust- 
ness until assured that they ran no risk 
of having their carriages damaged. When 
evening came and no serious trouble was re- 
ported many started to prepare for a day 
of normal business on Christmas, and an- 
nounced that they would handle all orders. 

The only violence of the day reported og 
curred when John Brooks, a driver employed 
by John Kintz, 237 West Fifty-seventh street, 
attempted to take out a carriage in the after- 
noon and was pursued by several union pick- 
ets. They overtook him as he passed the 
athletic grounds of the University of Chi- 
cago and pulled him from his seat. Brooks 
drew a revolver and when the crowd drew 
back mounted his rig and succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape. | 

Ready to Ask an Injunction. 
The legal committee of the Nvery owners 


made preparations to appeal to Judge Hol-. 


dom for an injunction restraining the union 
from picketing the barrie and in any way in- 
terfering with the business of the. firms. 
The petition, which has been prepared by 
Attorney A. C. Allen of the Anti-Boycottas- 
sociation, will be general in its accusations, 

Organizer Young has issued orders that 
under no circumstances are the members of 
the union to do anything that will give the 
firms a chance to go into the courts and 
ask an injunction. Pickets have been told 
to stay near the barns and use peaceable 
methods of persuasion."’ No funerals are 
to be stopped and no carriages attacked. 

The undertakers today will follow their 
plan of yesterday, and send out hearses. 
under police protection. Wherever possi-~ 
ble they will fill orders for carriages, bu 
not where there is any possibility of riot 
ing 

Disagree at Policeman’s Funeral. 

Shortly before noon the relatives and 
friends of Policeman Farnsworth gathered 
at the residence, 4254 Vincennes avenue, to 
attend his funeral. While there David Wil- 
heim, a union driver, offered to take the reins 
on the hearse, displayed credentials from his 
union, and said he would do the work without 
compensation. 


Undertaker Barney McNeill, Twenty-ninth 


and State streets, refused the offer, and the 
funeral party walked to the Holy Angels 
church. MeNeills son was driving the 
hearse, which was not stopped by the union 
pickets. The burial was at Mount Olivet, 


where several policemen were stationed to 


prevent trouble. 

Policemen were sent also to the funeral of 
Willlam Pague, 1207 West Forty-seventh 
place, on the call of some excited relative 
who feared that there would bea riot. The 
services were in charge of Patrick McIner- 
ney, who drove the hearse himself. When the 
pallbearers saw the black curtained wagon 
they refused to carry out the body, and a call 
was sent to the stockyards station. When 
the patrolmen arrived a truce had been de- 
clared and the services continued. 

Chief O'Neill sent additional orders to his 
inspectors in regard to the police service, and 
directed them to protect the funerals. They 
were told to send men to the funeralsin cabs 
if necessary. 

No arrangements were made by the police 
to protect carriages sent out for shopping 
trips, or to theaters. and the livery companies 


refused to take such orders, save in one case.

He added 
that, could he have the opportunity of driving 
a hearse within the next few days, he would 
shoot the first man who attempted to inter- 
fere with its progress. 

„An aroused public sentiment backed by 
guns must be used to prevent interferences 
with funerals,” he continued. If interfer- 
ence with a hearse should be met with well 
aimed bullets that would make several mere 
funerals necessary, and a respect for common 
decencies would be instilled that would pre- 
vent future abuses.”’

G. A. R. Comrades of the General

Hoy for appointment to the appraisership 
and others wanted to put in applications for 
places under him. 5 


Hoy, Has Good Office. 

Two party leaders suggested that Mr. Hoy 
would surrender a better job when he gives 
up the one he has—secretary of the state 
board of pharmacy—than the office of gov- 
ernment appraiser.

M’CLELLAN FOR PRESIDENT. 

The report from New York that George 
B. McClellan, mayor-elect, is under consid- 
eration for the democratic nomination for 
the presidency may ha ve some foundation in 
fact. The victory of Mr. McClellan under 
adverse cireumstances was a triumph for 
Tammany hall that may well cause the 
leaders of that organization to be elated 
and suggest to some of them the expediency 
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agreeable manners, and, in the expressive 
phrase of the political reporter, is “a good 
mixer.” He has demonstrated his strength 
at the polls in New York City, and if he 
should be nominated for the presidency 
would make New York state the battle 
‘ground of the campaign. He commands 
the confidence of the commercial! and finan- 
cial men there and elsewhere, and no man 
can say that he would not be qualified for 
the presidency if he should be elected. 
When all this has been said, however, it 
remains true that Mr. McClellan would 
have much difficulty in carrying the election 
against Mr. Roosevelt. McClellan has com- 
paratively little strength at the west. He 
probably would have little chance of car- 
Trying any northern states, unless they be 
New York and Nevada. Mr. Roosevelt 
would carry Indiana against him easily, 
unless present signs are deceptive. Mr. Me- 
Clellan has, as yet, no such national reputa- 
tion as to justify his nomination for the 
presidency, and would not, outside of New 
York, be so strong as Hill, Parker, or half 
a dozen other democrats whose names have 
been mentioned. | 
A curious question has been raised in 
regard to Mr.-McOlellan. It is contended 
that, while he is the son of American par- 
ents, yet, having been born in Dresden, Sax- 
ony, he is not a natural born citizen of 
the United States, although he is a citi- 
zen.” The distinction seems fine spun 
and will not hold, for it has been settled 
that the child of American citizens born 
abroad is a natural born citizen. Thecourts 
“would hold, were the matter to come before 
them, that Mr. McClellan is both “a citi- 
zen and “a natural born” citizen, and, 
hence, eligible to hold the presidency. But 
if any doubt as to his eligibility should be 
raised, that might be sufficient to prevent 
his nomination, even though he was in 
other respects available. No party will 
care to take chances in a question of this 
kind. Trivial or baseless as the objection | 
may be, it might have sufficient weight to 
prevent a nomination. = | 
Probably this is not Mr. McClellan’s year 
for the presidential nomination. Heis quite 
a young man—only nd he can well 
afford to wait. He will lose nothing by that, 
because he may then be nominated in a year 
when democratic prospects of success are 
brighter than they are at present. The chief 
danger he will haye to encounter will be in 
his administration of the office te which he 
has just been elected. No man ever came 
out of the mayoralty of New York with 
greater reputation than he went in with.

The English soldiers who were 
hurried to Waterloo were fighting the bat- 
tles of Prussia even more than they were 
those of England. The debt of Prussia to 
England is so great that the kaiser should 
have found another way to praise the valor 
of Prussian soldiers, which is indisputable, 
than to disparage the Englishmen, Scotch- 
men, and Irishmen who withstood Napoleon's 
Aesperate charges at Waterloo. 


THE RAILROAD DISASTER. 

The awful disaster to the Duquesne flyer 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad near 
Dawson; Pa., oh Wednesday makes a sad 
Christmas. for many families. It is not 
only the worst railroad calamity this year 
but the worst iu many yeafs. There have | 
been thirty derailments and collisions dur- 
ing the year where the loss of life has been 
exceptionally large, but the collision on the 
Big Four railroad of Nov. 19, when thirty- 
one were killed and seventeen injured, had 
deen the worst up to the present horror. Iu 
this one twiee as many were killed and 
perhaps five times as many injured. It may 
be interesting in connection, with these thirty ‘ 
disasters to know thut twenty of them were 
caused by collisions and teu by derailments, 
which would seem to indicate that more at- 
tention is paid to the condition of the road- 
bed than to the details of running trains. 

If there can be any cousolation in such an | 
accident, by which three score persons were 
killed outright and many others were in- 
jured, some of whom will die, it is in the fact | 
that it does not appear to have been the re-. 
sult of. carelessness: or ‘ineffitiency. A 
freight train loaded with timbers had 
just eded the passenger train, and 
some of the ties had fallen upon 
the track. The Duquesne flyer, run- 
ning at great speed, rounded a curve, and, 
before the engineer could even slacken 
speed, the entire train, except a sleeper and. 
dining car, was derailed. Thetimbers were 
properly loaded, but the breaking of a stay 
—a coititigency which hardly could have 
been foreseen—let some of them down. The 
crew of the freight train were not in a 
position to know it. 

It was a horrible disaster. Men were 
crushed to death, schlded to death, burned to 
death. Cars were telescoped, smashed, 
burned. Every detail of horror aud of suf- 
fering possible in a railroad wreck char- 
acterized this one. It is not creditable to 
skill in construction that cars should be 
built of material which is made all the more 
inflammable by paint and varnish put on in 
profusion, and that they should be built so 
lightly and go to pieces as easily as a card- 
board house. The old wooden vessels have 
largely given place to steel vessels. Why 
should not the old wooden cars be succeeded 
by steel cars, which wil! offer some resist- 
ance in case of accident and reduce the risks 
of death aud injury tocrew and passengers?

It is better to break bad news in a sym- 
pathetic way. It is not considered in good 
taste when telling others that inconvenience 
or suffering may visit them to gloat over it. 
The gloating always excites bad feeling.

It sometimes 
is disagreeable to wash in cold water, and 
when it is zero weather there is no pleasure 
in haying grocery wagon drivers refuse to

Georgia is apparently on the eve of re- 
bellion against Gorman. The press of the 
state, under the leadership of Clark Howell, 
is doing all in its power to bring Senators 
Bacon and Clay to the support of the treaty. 
Florida will scarcely sanction opposition on 
the part of its senators to a canal by which 
it will benefit immensely. x. 

Manifestly Senator Gorman has done 
more in a few brief weeks to impair his 
reputation for statesmanship, to say nothing 
of his power as a party leader, than his 
bitterest enemies could have accomplished 
in an equal period of time. He sought to in- 
jure his country to help himself and his 
party, and he has the reward he richly de- 
serves. He has lost his whole stock in trade 
—the confidence of his own party. That 
of the opposing party he never had, and not 
much of its respect. Democrats did think 
him astute, unscrupulous, and self-seeking, 
perhaps, but always a safe and trustworthy 
leader. They know now that his judgment 
is easily warped by his own selfish interests 
and that he is not above using his position as 
the democratic leader to promote his per- 
sonal ambition.

First of all, she 
wrote to her congratulating her on an 
imaginary birthday and asking her to ac- 
cept some ostrich eggs as a souvenir, and to 
de careful-about opening the brittle parcel, 
Next she bought three fine ostrich eggs at a 
shop at Cape Town, requesting its proprie- 
tor to pack them up carefully and to send 
them to her. Then she went to another shop 
and purchased some cardboard similar to- 
that in which the eggs were inclosed. 

On her return home she emptied the box, 
laid the documents which she wished to get 
away at the bottom, covered them over with 
another layer of cardboard so arranged as 
to appear to be the real bottom of the box, 
and then put in the eggs and the sawdust, 
and tied the parcel up exactly as it had been 
before. Two days afterwards she sent the 
packet back to the shopkeeper with the re- 
quest that he should forward it, as she was 
unacquainted with the formalities.

vitch who came to this country a few years 
ago in the vain hope of securing the hand of 
the daughter of one of the great meat pack- 
ing magnates at Chicago, has accordingly 
announced that he renounces his allegiance 
to King Peter, and resumes his rights as a 
pretender to the Servian crown, rights which 
he had only waived last summer at the time 
of the murder of King Alexander on the ex- 
press understanding that he should receivea 
large allowance and recognition as a prince 
of the blood. ‘ 

Both Alexis and his younger brother Bo- 
jidar have earned a précgrious Nvelihood 
until now at Paris by writing for the press, 
by designing menu cards, painting fans, etc., 
and live in a modest way on the banks of the 
Seine. They are the representatives of the 
senior branch of the Karageorgevitch family, 
und, on the strength of this, Alexis claims 
that his rights to the Servian throne are su- 
perior to those of King Peter. 

The founder of the dynasty, old Black 
George, had two sons. The eldest, Alexis, 
Jied at the age of 29, leaving a 2 year old son, 
the father of Bojidarand Alexis. The second 
son, Alexander, 12 years after his brother's 
death, headed the revolution which drove 
Milan Obrenowitch.from the throne, and was 
proclaimed ruler of Servia and recognized as 
such by the porte and the other powers. 
King Peter is the eldest surviving son of this 
Alexander Karageorgevitch and the Servians 
hold that the sixteen years’ reign of the lat- 
ter had the effect of endowing his son with 
stronger claims to the Servian crown than 
the grandsons of his elder brother.

American Shipbuilding. 

President Brown of the American Ship- 
building company was quoted yesterday as 
saying that the present fiscal year, which 
ends next June, will make a fine showing. 
In addition to twenty-nine ships carried over 
from last year, all the profits from which 
will appear in this year’s earnings, the com- 
pany has. closed contracts for nine more 
boats aggregating $3,000,000. Besides this 
all the yards on the lakes have as much re- 
pair work as they can manage running full 
handed up to next summer. 


London Expects Higher Prices. 

The London Statist in discussing the New 
York stock market suggests that there may 
be some decline in prices at the end of the 
year, but continues: 

“The upward course has continued un- 
broken for a considerable time. Apparently, 
however, there is a strong undertone to the 
market, and in the new year it is reasonable 
to expect that the improvement will make 
further progress. For, in the first place, 
money will then become abundant and cheap, 
and in the second place, although trade has 
received a decided check, there is every rea- 
gon to anticipate that traffics will continue 
good. That- there must be some decline is 
reasonably to be expected. After so long 
and so serious a liquidation it would be sur- 


prising indeed if trade were not somewhat 


to fall off. But there is nothing to show 
there will be any great decline. There 
has been no shock to credit. There has 
been no great failure to spread alarm and 
dismay, and, therefore, the reasonable pre- 
sumption is that though the boom will not 
be revived, and though there may be a de- 
cided falling off in some branches of trade, 
the general business of the country will 
continue fairly good.“

This ts probably the 
lowest price that has ever been quoted or 
accepted for. a properly equipped cargo 
steamer, and is but little more than half 
what would have heer acked for rh ves 
sel two years ago. Shipbuilding firms, how- 
ever, are as a rule so reluciant to reduce 
their yards to a condition of absolute idle- 
ness that they will risk almost any alterna- 
tive to prevent such a calamity.”’

terests are said to be much dissatisfied with

blanket mortgage of $250,000,000 by the Rock 
Island interests and the official statement 


that the company will not sell any bonds for 


a considerable perfod. | 

In connection with the reports an Interview 
had with President B. F. Yoakum of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco regarding railroad 
mergers is significant. Mr. Yoakum is quoted 
as saying that there will be no further mer- 
gers of railroads, as nearly all the companies 
of any importance are already grouped. He 
thinks a further merger of these big groups 
has been checked. He is also quoted as ex- 
pressing the belief that the trunk lines will 


not invade the territory west of the Missis- | 


sippi river. He is of the opinion that the 
Mississippi river will be the dividing line for 


railway systems, except, of course, for the 


Gould lines. 
New Rock Island Combination. 


A dispatch from Galveston states that the 
Rock Island-'Frisco combination will assume 


control of the Houston and Texas Central 
and Houston, Bast and West Texas lines not 


later than Jan. 15. It will require that time 


to perfect details now in course of arrange- 


ment. The port of lveston, it is said, wil 


be used by the combined lines as an outlet 
for their traffic from Texas, Indian Territory, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, amd Colorado, 
and the traffic to and from Miseouri is to be 
divided between Galveston and New Orleans.
